Steel Mill Heat 


Youngstow n, Ohio. Aug. 9— <AP>. 
Terrific h ea t—‘ th e m an -k iller of th e 
steel m ills"—a t last ap p aren tly is 
being conquered. 
Four specialists from th e H arv ard 
School of M edicine, organized as a 
special "h e at clinic" in a Y ougstow n 
hospital, are taking th e principal 
p art—and m eetfcg w ith success—in 
th e b attle ag ain st this age-old en e­ 
my of steel mill workers, w hich has 
caused w idespread d eath and su f­ 
fering. 
Down in fro n t of th e open h e a rth 
furnaces in a steel mill, m en som e­ 
tim es toil in tem peratures from IOO 


to 120 degrees. 
Seem ingly, th a t 
c a n ’t be helped, for th e terrific heat 
w ithin th e furnaces is ju st as essen­ 
tial as th e m an-pow er outside. 
B ut every year, th e fiery b reath of 
th e furnaces takes a toll. 
L ast year 
in the Y oungstow n m ills alone, sixty 
m en were stricken w ith so-called 
"h e a t cram ps," and tw o of them 
died. 
In o th er p a rts of th e country, 
an d in other types of in dustry re ­ 
quiring high tem p eratu res, the re ­ 
sults were sim ilar.

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How m any tim es have you walked along the 
street and glanced up at signs over businese 
establishm ents, and then perhaps, noticed a 
new sign th at you never saw before. 
U ncon­ 
sciously you think— well there’s another 
big 
corporation opening up In town. We take those 
things at face value, but very seldom do r e 
stop to think or try to find out how t'fe«a 
com panies started. 
W ho started th at com pany— when and how? 
Why did that firm succeed and grow?

stock. 
M otorists soon learned of that U U k 
shop and spent their money in their hom e 
town instead of sending away to the cities fur 
their needs. 
As business Increased Phipps was able to 
buy stock In larger quantities and get lower 
prices from the wholesalers and factories. 
He 
in turn pasted these savings on to ins cus­ 
tom /rs. 
At the end of the second year the little store 
was too sm all to accom m odate the greatly in ­ 
creased stock of m erchandise, so a larger and 
more modern store was opened two doors down 
the street.
